000.

All escaped injury, 
but they lost their personal belong: 
ings, one woman, a recent arrival 
from England, losing everything, in- 
cluding $800 in cash. 


MILLION FOR BEET 
SUGAR FACTORY AT 
RAYMOND IN SOUTH 


Lethbridge, Feb. 14—Announcement 
was made this morning by the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar Company, through W. H. 
Wattis, general manager, Salt Lake 
City, that the company would com- 
mence construction at once on a mil- 
lion dollar sugar factory at Raymond. 

Six thousand acres of beets have 
been signed up by irrigation farmers 
on Southern Alberta projects. 

The sugar company will move a 
plant here from the Yakima valley, 
Washington, where insect pests from 
desert lands made the growing of 
beets unprofitable. 

Two mora factories will be erected 
in irrigated districts of southern Al- 
berta, if the Raymond factory proves 
the success expected, 

The Raymond factory will have a 
capacity of one thousand tons of bects 
daily and will be ready to slice beets 
by next October. Tonnage this year 
will be grown on well prepared irrigat- 
ed land and between 75,000 and 100,- 
000 tons of beets will be grown. 

Raymond, where the factory is be- 
ing located, is 20 miles south of Leth- 
bridge, on the C.P.R.-Lethbridge irri- 
gation project.

HAIL CASE DECIDED 
BY SUPREME COURT 
CANADA RECENTLY 


The supreme court of Canada at 
Ottawa has handed down its judgment 
in the appeal by the British Oak In- 
surance Company against the judg- 
ment which was given against it in 
the appeal court of Alberta in the 
suit by the Rye Farm Limited to re- 
cover damage done to the crops on 
the Rye Farm by hail in the summer 
of 1928. The Ottawa court has up- 
held the judgment of the Alberta 
court of appeal. in favor of the Rye 
Farm and dismissed the appeal of the 
insurance company. 

The Insurance company contended 
that it had made a settlement of the 
claim against it by payment of a sum 
of $960.75, and this contention was 
upheld at the trial. The Rye Farm ap- 
pealed to the Alberta court of appeal, 
which reversed the judgment of. the 
trial Judge and ordered the amount 
of damages to be fixed by a Judge. 
The amount claimed was over $3,000. 

An appeal was then taken by the 
Insurance company to the supreme 
court at Ottawa, and that is the ap- 
peal which. is now dismissed, so that 
the judgment of the Alberta court of 
appeal in favor of the Rye Farm will 
stand

NORMAL STUDENTS 
PAYING THEIR WAY, 


Eamonton, Feb, 16. nie year 1924 
was the hegt for cbllectioiis of loans 
made to normal students since the 
Policy was inaugurated in 1920, states 


Hon. Perren Paker, minister of edu- 
cation for Alberta. 

In that year a total of $158,833.21 
was collected, of which $148,624.94 
was principal and $15,208.27 was in- 
terest. Loans were made to 229 stu- 
dents for the school year 1923-24, the 
total amount loaned being $75,669.77. 
In 1923 collections totalled $126,764,- 
90, of which $113,069.84 was principal 
and $13,695.06 was interest. 

Loans were made to 657 students 
during the school year of 1922-23, the 
amount loaned being $153,979.48. 

In 1922 collections were $71,282.11, 
of which $63,709 was principal and 
$7,572.70 was interest. 

Loans were made to 332 students 
for the school year 1923-24, the total 
sum loaned being $170,069.20. 

It will thus be seen that of the 
$339,718 loaned during the three years 
1922-23-24, there has been repaid all 
but $69,314 in principal, while $26,476 
has been paid in interest during that 
period, 

The total of all loans outstanding 
at the end of 1924 was $187,752, includ- 
ing principal and interest, of which 
sum some $68,488 is for loans given 
prior to 1922.

PIONEER OF DAYSLAND, 
Cc.

LICENSES BANNED 


Mr. Hanson proved 
himself to be thoroughly conversant 
with the telephone systom and stated 
that although it was claimed by some 
that the telephone was an American 
invention, it was actually discovered 
by Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 
while visiting his father at Brantford, 
Ont., in 1874. The first telephone 
message was over Canadian soil sent 
by a British subject. Mr. Hanson ex- 
plained how the telephone was dis- 
covered by Mr. Bell, while he was ex- 
perimenting in multiplex telegraphy. 
On his discovery of the telephone he 
dropped the multiplex telegraphy idea 
and centred his energies on the per- 
fection of the telephone. The tele- 
phone of today is operated on prac- 
tically the same principle as Mr. Bell 
used in his first experiments, al. 
though different parts have been 
brought up to perfection since that 
time. Mr. Bell demonstrated his 
telephone in New York with the idea 
of getting it on the market, but few 
thought that it would ever be used 
very much commercially. 

Thos. A. Edison helped in the per- 
fecting of the telephone by introduc- 
ing a transformer to change the cur- 
rent operating the telephone from di- 
rect to alternating. About 1887 the 
telephone began to be used extensive- 
ly. The transmitter was next perfect- 
ed for long distance work. The trans- 
mitter used today is even more per- 
fect and is not likely to be improved 
very greatly,

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TEN MINUTES SLOW 


(By Hugh F. Grinstead) 

When Bert Kelley seated himself 
at breakfast he looked at his watch. 
It had run down. He wound it and 
set it by guess at a quarter past six. 
Half an hour later, while hurrying 
past the court house on his way to 
work he glanced at the big clock and 
found that he had set his watch ten 
minutes slow, 

“Oh, I'll just allow ten minutes 
when I look at it and set it right when 
I have more time.” he sald to him- 
self and slipped the watch back into 
his pocket. 

Young Kelley was employed as ex- 
tra fireman and general helper in the 
engine room of the big smelter where 
copper ore was crushed and the metal 
extracted and cast into bars. He ar- 
rived just as the whistle blew and 
was busy until the noon hour. He had 
not so much as looked at his watch 
all the morning, and when he went 
out to luncheon at a neighboring res- 
taurant the fact that it was slow had 
passtid completely from his mind. 

On the way back to the mill after 
dinner, Kelley on looking at his watch 
found that he had almost twenty min- 
utes to spare before the work whistle 
would blow. It was his duty every 
day while the machinery was at rest 
to oi] the crank by the side of the 
massive flywheel. He determined to 
set about it at once. 

The engine that furnished the power 
for the stamping machines was of an 
old type with a flywheel sixteen feet 
in diameter; a rim of less diameter 
bolted to the big wheel carried the 
driving belt. A cement lined pit ac- 
commodated the lower part of the fly- 
wheel; the upper part went through 
an opening in the floor over the en- 
gine room and rose two feet above it. 
The opening was three feet wide and 
approximately seventeen feet long. 
The driving belt ran up through it to 
the pulley on the shafting that ran 
along the ceiling. 

The plant, which was built on a 
steep hillside, had not been built for 
it present uses; because of that and 
of ft position against the hilside, 
many of the arrangements were not 
what they should have been. The en- 
gine base, for example, was set higher 
than the boiler room, because there 
was no other way to set it. 

Since the crank to be oiled had to 
be reached from the wheel pit, Kelley 
getting an oil can and a handful of 
waste, went upstairs to the floor 
above. Grasping the rim of the big 
wheel he swung down to drive wheel 
and then stepped upon the crank bear- 
ing. The narrow space in which he 
was compelled to work was virtually 
a covered pit. On one side of him 
was the flywheel; on the other was 
the central wall of the mill founda- 
tion. One end of the pit was boarded 
up, the connecting rod from the en- 
gine came through a small passage at 
the other end. When standing up, 
Kelley could touch the floor above. 

Before he unscrewed the cap from 
the oil cup he looked at his watch 
again. It was a quarter to one. In a 
few minutes he would have his task 
done, He busied himself polishing the 
brass cup with a handful of cotton 
waste and wiping off surplus oil from 
the hearings. As he worked he heard 
footsteps on the floor above his head 
and wondered why any of the employ: 
ees should be entering that part of 
the building so long before the ma- 
chinery started. 

He filled the oil cup from the can 
and picked up the brass cap to screw 
it back into place, As the threads 
caught he was startled by the shrick 
of the whistle. He could not believe 
that it was already one o'clock, He 
gave a final turn to the cap and stood 
up with his feet on the squared sur- 
face of the connecting rod just behind 
the crank bearing, 

But even as he raised himself from 
a sitting posture he caught a sound 
more sinister than the whistle; it 
was the hiss of steam entering the 
idle cylinder! He felt the machinery 
tremble for an instant with the force 
of the pentup steam; then the crank 
Jerked forward slowly and imparted 
a barely perceptible motion to the big 
flywheel. — Kelley suddenly realized 
that the engine had started; in the 
same instant he remembered that his 
watch was ten minutes slow. It was 
one o'clock, 

Since the helt wheel was in mo- 
tion he could not step upon it and 
climb up the way ho had come; nor 
could he crawl back over the engine, 
He gave a frightened shout, but the 
hiss of escaping steam smothered his 
voice.

A wheel sixteen feet in diameter 
moves rapidly, at the rim even when 
going at so slow a rate as one revo- 
lution a second; Kelley felt himself 
being hurled upward at unbelievable

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SALT WELLS IN NORTH 
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Tho Alberta government has drilled 
two wells for salt, one at Fort Me- 
Murray, near the junction of the 
Clearwater and Athabasca rivers, and 
the other at Waterways, at the nor- 
thern end of the Great Waterways 
railway, about 300 miles north of Ed- 
monton, In the McMurray well one 
bed of puro rock salt 14 feet thick 
and analyzing over 98 per cent sod- 
ium chloride was encountered at 648 
feet. Other thinner beds of salt, gyp- 
sum and anhydrite occur from this 
depth to the bottom of tho well, at 695 
fect. In No. 2 well at Waterways, 
no beds of pure rock salt were drilled 
through, but a strong flow of brine, 
with 15.5 per cent salinity, and a mea- 
sured flow of 24 gallons per minute 
was encountered at 666 feet. In other 
parts of northern Alberta there are 
occurrences of saline springs. The 
Alberta Salt company, limited, have 
installed a refinery at the.mouth of 
Horse creek, near McMurray, and pro- 
duction of salt from brine will be 
started early this year,

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An Election 
Is Likely 


A general election for the Domin- 
ion is predicted for the present year. 
Some prophets set the date in June, 
and some in September, but all are 
agreed that 1925 will sec a new par- 
liament elected. The course of events 
is outlined by one experienced politi- 
cian who sees a June election in this 
way: He says that when the session 
has lasted fifty days, which will en- 
title the members to their full indem- 
nity, the Premier will grow indignant 
some day, and charging the Conserva- 
tive opposition with embarrassing 
him, suddenly dissolve parliament and 
appeal to the people. He will fix the 
date as early as he can, so that there 
will be little time for his opponents 
to organize. Mr. King has prepared 
the way for such a course. In his 
Toronto speech he put the responsi- 
bility for the life of parliament upon 
the opposition, by declaring that if 
there was obstruction in the house, 
he would call for an election, and if 
not there might be another session. 
Nothing would be more surprising 
than another session. The Liberal 
success in St. Antoine and West Hast- 
ings has heartened the party so 
much that the leaders will take ad- 
vantage of the improved morale of 
the rank and file. As against the pre- 
diction of a June election there is 
necessity of getting supplies. Mr. 
Meighen and his fifty followers can 
hold up the estimates indefinitely, and 
parliament cannot close until they 
have been passed. So, even if Mr. 
King wants to go to the people in 
June, he may not be able to do so. 
In the meantime intensive organiza- 
tion is going on in both political 
camps in preparation for the battle. 


Worst of Our 
Troubles Over 


Within the past few. days the goyv- 
ernment of Saskatchewan has asked 
the legislature to again extend for one 
year the powers conferred upon the 
Lieutenant Governor in council in 
1914 respecting declaring a morator- 
jum, generally or in specific instances. 
The government has expressed the 
opinion that the general application 
of the measure is quite unnecessary, 
yet its powers are needed to cope 
with an occasional creditor who needs 
‘to be brought to his senses. 


The feeling that the worst of our 
troubles connected with over exten- 
sion of and in many cases unwise 
credits are past, seems to dominate 
the majority of thinking people. This 
year debtors as a whole are more 
hopeful of being able to get clear of 
debt within a reasonable time and are 
doing all they can to satisfy their cre- 
ditors both with cash settlements and 
arrangements to govern future settle- 
ments. The feeling three years, two 
years and even one year ago was gen- 
erally one of almost hopelessness and 
in some cases of despair on the part 
of those having liabilities in excess 
of their shrunken assets. 


A very commendable spirit has been 
shown by many creditors, particularly 
companies doing a large volume of 
business, to share the losses of un- 
fortunate debtors by writing down 
their accounts to meet the condition 
of their debtors and encourage them 
in their efforts to gain their financial 
equilibrium. 


One industry operating extensively 
in western Canada through its asso- 
ciation recently gathered figures from 
its members showing among other 
things that the amount of money out- 
standing on its ledgers had decreased 
in two years time by about twenty- 
five per cent. This reduction was 
brought about very largely by volun- 
tary payments as legal actions and 
threats of same were studiously avoid- 
ed, 

As it is recognized that one of the 
chief obstacles to prosperity any- 
where is an excess of debts it behooves 
us to give deeper consideration to 
what we as individuals should do as 
our little contribution towards bring- 
ing better times a little nearer home. 

It is just possible that we may be 
negligent here and there, and were 
we so inclined could dispose of an ob- 
ligation we are now ignoring. Our 
example multiplied a hundred fold in 
this locality might mean a very en- 
couraging impetus to business, It 
could certainly do no harm, 

Let’s try it out.

Inventions revolutionize standards 
of living. There was peace and quiet 
in the world before the invention of 
the steam engine, the telegraph and 
the steam siren, But the public be- 
comes rapidly accustomed to new 
methods and nothing can upset its 
nervous system for a very prolonged 
period. If any modern invention were 
to claim pre-eminence in the direction 
of revolutionizing conditions after 
dark, however, perhaps the radio 
would be voted to first place. It anni- 
hilates space in a way neither the 
telegraph nor the telephone can do. 
It has no concern with prejudice, nor 
does it know preference. The million- 
aire in his palace andthe workman 
in hig small home are alike free of 
the air. That is one delightful thing 
about air. Nobody can secure a mon- 
opoly. All you need to enjoy it with 
the rest is a radio set. The American 
farmers, a rather conservative body 
of men, have taken up the radio with 
an enthusiasm not to be wholly ex- 
plained by the fact that it gives them 
entertainment free of charge. They 
find it useful in following the market. 
They find it invaluable in getting wea- 
ther forecasts. In Iowa during a re- 
cent fall the farmers saved an enor- 
mous amount by going and picking 
up their sweet corn crop one after- 
noon after they had received warning 
of a frost by radio. But that is not 
all. ‘It tells the farmer’s wife all 


about the latest fashions—and how toj 


wear them. It gives advice on points 
of etiquette as they may arise on the 
farm. It hands out free advice as to 
the treatment of sunstroke, hives, bee- 
stings, and the use of wasp grub for 
fishing. It is encyclopaedia and con- 
sulting physician in one. True, the 
farmer may wish now and then—when 
his wife and daughter assail him for 
a fat cheque before they leave for a 
shopping expedition in the farm lim- 
ousine—that no such thing as radio 
existed; but when he sits in the ingle- 
nook at night and listens to the soul- 
soothing strains of “My Baby” or 
“Follow That Swallow", he realizes 
that there are compensations for cash 
expenditure, and that the farm is de- 
cidedly not the place it used to be— 
for which he offers up silent thanks. 
Thus civilization marches on, by land 
and air, But why cannot we have 
some agreement as to thirty-seven 
hotel orchestras all playing the same 
tune.—St. Mary’s Journal-Argus. 


Believe United States 
Will Call Arms Parley 


London, Feb. 14.—Hope by the Brit- 
ish government that a new disarma- 
ment conference will be called be- 
fore long, and preferably by the Uni- 
ted States, is believed to be causing 
the cabinet to delay its decision re- 
garding fresh warship construction. 


The position outlined in previous 
dispatches that the treasury is resist- 
ing an increase of nearly $50,000,000 in 
the naval estimates said to have been 
demanded by the admiralty has not 
yet been cleared, although it has 
been discussed at length by the cab- 
inet. 


Political gossips from time to time 
have given currency to stories that 
a compromise had been reached re- 
garding the estimates, but these have 
not been borne out, and it is now 
stated that a cabinet committee is to 
examine the whole question of imper- 
ial defence before final decision is 
taken. 

Winston Churchill, the chancellor 
of the exchequer, who is credited with 
opposing the admiralty’s demand for 
an increase in the building program, 
is said to be banking on the prospect 
of another disarmament conference, 
to strengthen his view point, which, 
it is stated, has the support of several 
of his colleagues, 

The question of United States 
participation in the conference is 
regarded as of paramount importance 
such participation being generally 
considered indispensable. The politi- 
cal writers today strongly emphasize 
this point and refer to recent state- 
ments in the United States senate 
as hopeful auguries. 

(A rider to the naval appropriation 
bill passed by the senate and signed 
by President Coolidge early this week 
contains a request for the convening 
of another arms limitation confer-, 
ence.) 

The Daily Mail expresses the be- 
lief today that when Ambassador Kel- 
logg returns to the United States to 
assume the post of secretary of state 
he will be able to discuss the position 
with President Coolidge with consid- 
erable knowledge of the British view. 

Meanwhile it seems certain that 
the British naval estimates, which 
must be framed before March 31, 
will provide for some shipbuilding 
and in consequence will show an in- 
crease, 


China purchased over one million 
barrels of Canadian flour last year, 
and it is expected that purchases by 
that country will be greatly increased 
this year.

Apart 
from his literary skill, he has the 
advantage of having lived in the 
Canadian West all his life. He has 
always been in close touch with the 
Canadian Pacific, though he is 
careful to point out that he has 
never been connected with it and 
has written and published his book 
independently, 

Mr. MacBeth here traces the amaz- 
ing story of the company’s develop- 
ment into the world’s greatest trans- 
portation system; of the steamships, 
of the telegraph and express; colon- 
ization; irrigation; hotels and bun- 
galow camps; of its war service 
and of all its activities, with a wealth 
of interesting detail which illustrates 
the brilliant administrative and or- 
ganizing ability of its executive. 

Canadians should be proud, as 
Mr. MacBeth reminds them, that 
their country approved the construc- 
tion of this pioneer transcontinental 
when the population was only 4,000,- 
000, though the United States had 
not dared to undertake a_ similar 
road till she had ten times that num- 
ber. The frightful difficulties, poli- 
tical, technical and financial, through 
which the company’s sponsors and 
founders fought their way to victory 
are well summarized. For instance, 
it is recalled that sections of the line 
north of Lake Superior cost $500,- 
000 a mile to build, and a muskeg 
east of Winnipeg swallowed seven 
tracks before it was conquered.

COAL GRANT LOST 
TO THIS PROVINCE

Iddmonton, Feb. 14.—Alberta lost 
the advantage of a $50,000 federal 
grant to assist marketing of her coal 
in the east last year, according to 
Hon. Charles Stewart. The minister 
in an interview given out in Ottawa, 
says that a $200,000 grant affecting 
the whole Canadian coal industry 
was approved, of which $50,000 was 
earmarked for Alberta, 

Other interests here say Alberta 
should have had the whole $20,000. 

Mr. Stewart declares that Alberta 
made no demand upon the federal 
government and that only $20,000 of 
the total grant was used by “eastern 
producers anyway. 

Premier Greenfield replies that 
Alberta has asked assistance for her 
coal industry but knew nothing of any 
$200,000 or $50,000 grant having been 
made. 

In the midst of these conflicting 
statements the one fact that stands 
out clearly in the murk is that Al- 
berta got no money to aid her cam- 
paign to market coal in eastern Can- 
ada.

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REV. BEVERIDGE 
DEFENDS UNION 


The following is a synopsis of the 
addresses delivered in Knox church, 
last Sunday morning and evening in 
defence of the union of the Presbyter- 
ian, Methodist and Congregational 
churches. 

The Presbyterian church, he said, 
was not divided on any essential of 
faith, but on mere incidentals. He 
strongly insisted that the Unionists 
and the Antiunionists in the Presby- 
terian church were not enemies seek- 
ing an advantage over one another, 
but friends and brethren beloved, who 
had always worked harmoniously to- 
gether and had differed of late as to 
the right procedure on a point which, 
though not essential to the faith, yet 
was of very great importance to the 
life of the church. 

He then reviewed the noble history 
of the Presbyterian church in Canada 
as a force striving at all times for 
the healng of the wounds in the body 
of Christ. He showed that eighteen 
different unions had already taken 
place in Canada. 

The speaker further showed how 
the: Methodists, catching the spirit of 
the sister church had begun to unite 
hor fragments as a result of seven- 
teen different unions. 

He further showed that while it 
was difficult for all Presbyterians to 
agree, .in the end there was not a 
single seceding congregation rémain- 
ing in Canada. 

“But,” said the speaker, “The Pres- 
byterians did not regard their work 
as occomplished when they had got 
all their own broken ranks re-united 


ing was well attended. Rev. Mr. Lar- 
son, who is head of the Bible Institute 
conducted the service.

in one church. The vision of the 
‘Fathers of Confederation’ in 1875, was 
lifted to a higher and broader hori- 
zon and the prayer of the first gen- 
eral assembly in ’75 was that union 
might soon be consuminated between 
the Presbyterians and all other 
churches holding the common faith 
with them in the essentials of the 
Christian religion.” For that, he said 
the Presbyterian church has been 
praying and working ever since. That 
prayer is now, after fifty years, find- 
ing its first great fulfilment. 

Our splendid old missionary, Dr. 
Robertson, first set the ball rolling 
that had grown so big today, in the 
proposal of a federation of the church- 
es for the avoidance of mission over- 
lapping in the frontiers of the church. 
This had been tried for several years 
with very varying success, when it 
was found that a closer bond was 
; necessary to overcome the jealousies 
Hand rivalries incident to the carrying 
jon of the work. 


In 1905 the assembly appointed a 
‘union committee. The Presbyterian 
‘committee that suggested it would be 
(advisable to look further afield and 
invite the Baptist and Anglicans to 
‘join with the other three. This was 
done, the Baptists declining to con- 
sider the proposal and the Anglicans 
promising to take it into considera- 
tion. As a result of this move, the 
Anglicans have a committee appoint- 
ed now to wait on the United church, 
just as soon as the present union is 
consummated, with.a view to a fur- 
ther union with them. 

Mr. Beveridge pointed out that the 
Presbyterian committee drew up a 
basis of union, before the union com- 
mittee and that the committee very 
carefully, cohsidered the basis as pre- 
sented by the Presbyterians, not one 
essential feature or principle was 
changed and only a few minor and 
mostly verbal changes were effected. 
As a matter of fact, it was Presby- 
terian from A to Z. 

He .reminded the congregation of 
the fact that for the past twelve years 
wo have had three gréat churches 
who have actually and by their higher 
courts as well as by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of their people, adopted the

In prefacing the reading the 17th 
Chapter of St. John in the evening ser- 
vice, Mr. Beveridge commented on 
the great law of vital action in the 
world, that spiritual unity must have 
as its carrier a physical union. 


Our great rival, the Church of Rome, 
said the speaker, for which I have 
the greatest respect and love because 
of its splendid enthusiasm and _ sacri- 
fice, is winning at every point today, 
and will continue to win and ought 
indeed to win, till we are wise enough 
to copy her great wisdom and unite 
‘our ranks to achieve the purposes, 
the great and holy purposes to which 
our common Lord has called us. 

He reminded the Presbyterians of 
Wetaskiwin that the Presbyterian 
church was going in to the union as 
a church. The federal parliament 
had so ordered it and the highest 
courts of the church had so decreed. 
Some might secede from the church, 
but let them remember that as a re- 
sult of their secession they would find 
themselves in “no man’s land”, and 
cut off from all fellowship with their 
fellow Christians. They might after- 
wards gather themselyes together, 
but it would not be the Presbyterian 
church in Canada, which they so sin- 
cerely loved, but another church, 
without history or precedents. 

Referring to the statement that 
more than half of the votes being 
polled now were against union, show- 
ing that the people were opposed to 
it and that it was being foisted on 
them by the officials of the church, 
he called attention to the absurdity 
of the statement. Who are the offi- 
clals? he asked. There are, all toid, 
about thirty, and few, if any, of the 
rank and file of the people could even 
name them. It was the church that 
ordered it, not only through its 
courts, but also through its popular 
votes. The popular majority was 
never less than 50,000 in a total of 
200,000, he contended. Any 'demo- 


cracy that had such a popular major- 
ity would count it enminently satis. 
factory and would regard it as an 
overwhelming popular demand for ac- 
tion,

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model of democracy for all the world. 

As regards the vote he pointed out 
that the actual count was utterly mis- 
leading, calling attention to the fact 
that in the present case a person did 
not need to vote to stay in, and that 
thousands were not volting—that ey- 
ery unrecorded vote was legally a 
vote for union. 


Assuming that Wetaskiwin will di- 
vide evenly, 57 to 57. There is only 
one other congregation in the La- 
combe Presbytery that is voting. The 
rest are going in by resolution without 
a vote. If Wetaskiwin divides even, 
there will just 67 votes for and 67 
against, an even split, in the Presby- 
tery. All the balance out of 1008 
members are going in without a vote. 
And besides that there are hundreds 
of members in affiliation with the 
Methodist church, who are going in 
automatically and the real figures will 
be about 1500 to 67. 


To the oft repeated statement that 
all the wealthy and big churches were 
voting out of union and only the small 
and poor ones were going in, and that 
the United Church would be an im- 
poverished church from the start, he 
called attention to the fact that the 
three largest churches in Canada were 
going in, that taking the first seven- 
teen churches indiscriminately on the 
list that voted out in Toronto and 
comparing them with the seventeen 
voting out in Toronto, there was an 
aggregate membership of 15,769 for 
union and 13,202 against, and in giv- 
ings the 17 for union gave $147,669 
to the budget in 1923, as against’$79,- 
794 from the 17 against union, almost 
$2 to $1 in favor of the union. 

The speaker closed with a refer- 
ence to the fact that the union was 
very popular with the Scotch people 
of Canada, calling attention to the 
vote taken in Huron, in Lanark and 
Renfrew and elsewhere in the Scotch 
centres in Ontario, as well as in the 
city of Toronto. 

He wound up by calling the people 
to rally to the defense of their belov- 
ed Presbyterian church by voting to 
go with it into union and thus engage 
in {ts world embracing efforts to 
heal the wounds in the body of our 
blessed Lord and Master.—(Contrib-

In some seasons losses from hair- 
less pigs and goitered lambs and 
calves have been very heavy, with 
considerable losses from weak foals. 
It has been found that these troubles 
are caused very largely through lack 
of sufficient iodine in the system of 
* the pregnant mother. By feeding po- 
fassium iodide the amount of iodine 
in the tryoid gland of both the mo- 
ther and the young animals can be 
largely increased, and the loss of the 
young animals from these causes al- 
most entirely prevented. 

‘After a long, cold winter with deep 
snow like the present one heavy loss- 
es of young pigs, lambs, calves and 
foals may be expected, but can be 
largely prevented. The deep snow 
prevents the pregnant animals taking 
exercise and getting access to the 
soils. Exercise is always beneficial, 
‘and the soil seems to be a regulator 
for the system. It is probably for 
these two reasons that there is sel- 
dom any trouble with fall — pigs, 
calves and foals and much less trou- 
dle with late lambs. Another draw- 
back of the deep snow is that many

‘The 
dominion conference will be held in 
Winnipeg on March 4 and 5. 

Looking toward to ultimate exter- 
mination of the liquor traffic, and op- 
posed to the selling of liquor for bever- 
age purposes, is the gist of a resolu- 
tion passed on Friday afternoon at 
the convention’s concluding session. 
The resolution also asked that the 
association refrain from proposing any 
amendments to the act, but protested 
against anything which would give 
wide powers to the liquor traffic. 

There was some discussion on the 
resolution which called for the en- 
forcement of all laws under one police 
force, leaving city police to deal only 
with the enforcement of city bylaws. 
It was stated during the discussion 
that there is jealousy between the 
police forces. The resolution was 
tabled. 

Another resolution was passed 
which expressed sincere appreciation 
of the provineial government in its 
efforts to stop the importation of 1i- 
quor, and asked in the meantime that 
pressure be brought to bear on the 
federal government for further amend- 
ments to the Canada Temperance act, 
also urging the government to in- 
crease the efforts to suppress the illi- 
cit manufacture of liquor. 

The resolution protesting against 
municipalities receiving a share in 
the liquor profits was passed, there 
being added a clause that liquor 
profits should not be earmarked for 
uny specific purpose. 

If, Adams spoke briefly on the 
Canada Temperance act, and said the 
question was whether it was best for 
prohibitionists to follow along through 
provincial legislation, or get a do- 
minion act.

MAY BE INCREASED 
ALBERTA’S LOWEST 


‘Higher telephone rates on the Al- 
berta government system are a possi- 
bility, and may be proposed by the 
government in making. the annual 
telephone report to the legislature. 
Some additional revenue by which, 
the system may be put on a self-sup- 
porting basis is now a somewhat ur- 
gent matter, and about the only way 
in sight is thought to be an increaso 
of the subscribers’ rates. No decis- 
jon has been yet reached in the mat- 
ter, but it is understood that such an 
increase is likely to be recommended: 

The Alberta government _ tele- 
phones had much such a year in 1924 
as the year preceding, and there will 
be a deficit on operation of about 
the same size, or possibly a little lar- 
ger. Besides, the replacement reserve 
account was drawn upon to the ex- 
tent of some $160,000 for damages 
caused to the system by heavy snow 
storms during the year.

CREAMERY MEN’S

The fifty-four creameries that were 
operating in 1922 made 15,417,070 Ibs. 
of butter; in 1928, 75 creameries made 
17,868,858. pounds; for 1924 the prelim- 
inary production reports, that have 
now heen received, indicate that the 
eighty creameries in operation during 
the year will have a butter output of 
approximately 21,500,000 pounds. 

With fairly normal dairy conditions 
in 1925, there is little doubt that the 
creamery butter production of Alber- 
ta will then reach the 25 million 
mark. 

In connection with these figures it 
is interesting to note that in 1922 ap- 
proximately one million pounds of 
butter was exported direct from the 
points of manufacture to markets out- 
side of Canada, In 19238, the direct 
export amounted to two million 
pounds, and in 1924 slightly more than 
four million pounds have been grad- 
ed for export.
